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These exercises are most admirably calculated, 
therefore, to prepare the church to receive with 
benefit the proffered blessings of a covenant 
keeping God. 

4. We may expect a revival when the people 
of God “sigh and cry over all the abominations” 
that prevail around them, When the wicked. 
ness of the wicked grieves and humbles Christ. 
ians, and they evince a lively concern for the 
honor of God’s name, then we may look for re. 
vival mercies, Sometimes Christians lose sight 
both of a true compassion for sinners, and a prop- 
er regard for the honor of God. But when they 
wake up to this subject, and evince something of 
that compassion for sinners which ever charac. 
terized the Son of God, and seriously enquire of 
God “what will become of thy great name?” 
then the windows of heaven will be opened, and 
copious blessings may be expected to descend.

Thoughts on Revivals.--No, 3. 

In our last article on this subject, we treated 
of the nature and importance of revivals of re- 
ligion. We may now briefly point out some 
indications of an approaching revival. 

1. A revival may be expected when individ- 
ual members of the church begin to evince a 
consciousness of their need of revival blessings. 
It isno more lamentable than true, that profes- 
sors of religion sometimes wander far away from 
God and from duty, and apparently love that 
distance well. They seem to have but little 
concern about their spiritual condition, and sel- 
dom bestow a serious thought upon their real 
need. Fortunately, however, for the cause of 
religion there are seasons in which professors 
are made to feel their coldness. Their guilty 
slumbers are disturbed. ‘They perceive that 
they are shivering on the brink of Babylon’s 
cold streams, and that their harps are hung high 
upon the willows. When this is the case there 
is hope that they may stir up the embers of their 
almost extinguished piety, and earnestly implore 
the warming iofluences of revival mercies.— 
Care should be taken, however, that we do not 


may be expected. Great as are the delinquen- 
cies of Christians in this respect ordinarily, they 
do nevertheless sometimes wake up to the subject. 
See that father as he bends before the mercy 
seat! His heart is ina holy agony—his eyes 
are suffused with tears. Ah! he has waked up 
to a view of the perishing condition of a beloved 
son. And that mother, too! Listen to her invol- 
untary sighs and groans, asin her closet of prayer 
she bears up the case of an affectionate daughter to 
the Throne, and earnestly invokes the interposi- 
tion of Heaven in her behalf. So, also, broth.

And 
when this is the case, revival mercies may be 
expected,

The climate is reputed healthy, and from its 
locality, | should judge, would sustain its reputa- 
tion, ‘There are in the towa and immediate vi- 
cinity, about 4000 inhabitants, 

From all | can gather on the spot, the facili- 
ties for laboring among the Karens in the British 
provinces, are about the same here asin Tavoy— 
there being as many or more Karens in these 
provinces, than in Tavoy and Mergui. There is 
this weighty consideration to be taken into the 
account however : that dreadful “‘Arracan fever,” 
which renders it hazardous to travel in the jun. 
glesatall. I have been admonished by several 
gentlemen acquainted with the climate, that | 
must not think of travelling in the Arracan jun- 
gle, with-the.impunity that one might do it in Te. 
nasserim. 


(" We have received the following communi- 
cation with a request that it be inserted, and as it 
possesses the virtues of brevity, point, frankness, 
and kindness, we cheerfully comply.

Odnly let this be 
done in the meekness and gentleness of Christ, 
‘“furbearing threatening,” and appealing tothe 
better feelings of our brethren, and it will not be 
invain. It is to be hoped thatno separate party 
will ever be formed on this or any other question 
among Baptists. Such a course is foreign to the 
spirit of our organizations, and assumes that some 
other combination can be purer than the ‘‘church 
of the living God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood,” and which has been baptized into 
the likeness of the Saviour’s death. The nature 
of our organizations affords abundant room for the 
free expression of feeling and sentiment, without 
resorting to hard words or separate combinations 
which can only be attended with jealousy and 
bickering.—Chr. Watchman.

From the Baptist Advocate. — 
Tuscatoosa, Alabama, Dec. 9, 1840. 


My Dear Brother, 

The last letter | wrote you was dated at Co. 
lumbus, Miss. I now proceed to inform you of 
the success of my agency since that time. 

November 12th, | met with the South Western 
Home Mission Society, which continued their 
session five days, including the Sabbath. The 
number of brethren present was not large, and 
they had done but little the past year, yet they 
had a few missionaries appointed, and one, bro- 
ther Hayward, made his report, and it appeared 
that his labors had been blessed. I hope this so. 
ciety may awake to their duty for the destitu. 
tion through this vast county is very great. 
There are some faithful, laborious brethren, but 
not onetoacounty, as I wasinformed. Indeed, 
I have travelled fifty miles through some places, 
and could not learn that in that distance there 
was a minister of any denomination; and yet | 
would find some of the dear people of God rais- 
jng the Macedonian cry, ‘Come over and help 
us.”’ Surely if our brethren at the east realized 
tne destitution of the Western world, our Home 
Missiwn treasury would be replenished, and our 
brethren in the ministry, where there are two or 
three in a Ciurch, would not slumber longer over 
their duty, but would come into this vast field and 
labor for the glory of God sad the salvation of 
precious souls. , 

This has been a pleasant, harmcvious meet- 
ing, and you will see by a resolution they passed 
that they desire to be ene with us in our Jabors of 
love. 

I remained ia this placetwo weeks afier the 
session of the South Western Society terminated, 
for the fellowing reason : 

Columbus is a city containing about three 
thousand inhabitants, located at the head of nav- 
igation on the Tombigbee river, and the Church 
in this place is calculated to exert a great influ- 
ence for good or evil on all the surrounding 
country. The church is composed of intelli- 
gent members, and have built a spacious house 
of worship exceeding any other in all this coun- 
try, and have paid forit. During the past sea- 
son there was a revival of religion among the 
colored people on the surrounding plantations 


Karen village. 

There is a Karen village five or six miles from 
this town, where Ko Thah Byoo has been preach- 
ing since my first arrivai here; but the people are 
surptisingly stupid and indifferent. 

Two youths sent as a Deputation to Burmah Pro- 
per. 

I have also sent two young men to Bassein 
with letters to the disciples, there and at Rangoon. 
They will go from this place to Goa, a small town 
on the sea shore, five days to the south of this. 
Three days from the sea, and one day across the 
moun'arns which divide the English and Burman 
territories, will bring them into the Burman em- 
pire, in the vicinity of Christian ,villages. And 
if lam not mistaken, they will somewhere in 
those wilds find a small Christian village on this 
side the boundary. They are to endeavor to per- 
uatie several of the young men who formerly 
commenced studying with me ia Rangoon, and 
were scattered at the persecution there, to come 
ever an! study with me during the rains in these 
provinces. Although the passes are strictly guar- 
ded by Burman officers, to prevent emigration 
into these provinces, still I hope a few, at least, 
of those young men will be enabled to escape 
their vigilance, and make their way into this land 
of civil and religious liberty, where they may 
enjoy the benefits of Christian instruction, with- 
out the fear of having to pay for their advanta- 
ges with the price of imprisonment and chains. 
if, however, the two young men whom I have 
sent over, sould be suspected themselves, and 
even apprehended and imprisoned, it would be 
nothing new to them, as they were two of the four 
who were sent to the pagoda as slaves, more than 
n year ago at Rangoon, | shall feel a good deal of 
anxiety about them till their return, which 1 do 
not expect for a month to come. .

I 
met with them in their Church meetings in com. 
pany with some other brethren. The third day 

was permitted to witness all their difficulties 
settled, and with tears they confessed and forgave 
each other. ‘Truly it was a melting time, for the 
Lord was there. 

Immediately the Lord began to pour out of 
his Spirit, and sinners began to cry for mercy. 
By the request of the Church, I tarried in com- 
pany with Elder Morris, of Middleton, a week, 
and the blessed work of the Lord increased dai- 
ly. At the end ofthe week brother Morris went 
home, and I engaged a stage to carry me to this 
place ; but a little before the stage was to call 
for me, the brethren came to see me, and by their 
earnest entreaties I agreed to tarry eight days 
longer, and preached once or twice evey day, 
and the good work of the Lord continued. I was 
permitted to witness the baptism of 22 precious 
souls, 8 people of color, and 14 white persons, 
and 3 joined by letter, in all 25. Of the number 
baptized were some of the first persons in the ci- 
ty. ‘The first white person baptized was Mrs. 
Kregen, a distinguished Lady, a niece of brother 
Welch, of Albany, and a grand niece of Dr. 
Staughton. Her husband was cpposed to her be- 
ing baptized, but the night following the Lord 
brought him to see that he wasa lost sinner. His 
convictions were pungent and be cried to God for 
mercy, and in a few days he found peace in Jesus. 
The Lord’s day following, he, with seven other 
persons, was buried with his Saviour in baptism, 
and like the others, went on his way rejoicing. 
How many have passed from death to life | leave 
for eternity to tell, but a number that have not 
been baptized indulge hopes, and others were 
erying for mercy. 

Last Wednesday evening I preached toa large 
assembly fur the last time. 1 took an affection- 
ate leave of this dear people, expecting not to 
meet them again in this world.—Many tears were 
shed, but we rejoiced in hope of meeting in heav- 
en where the saints will part no more, but be ev- 
er with the Lord. 

I received a collection of $118 25 for Home 
Missions, which I consider liberal, as none of the 
Mississippi money would do me any good, and 
hence the friends cuntributed none but current 
bills of other States, which were scarce and very 
difficult to obtain. 

From Columbus | came directly to this place, 
and put up with brother Dagg. 1 expect totarry 
in this city four days more ; the result of my visit 
here I will give you in my next. My health is 
usually good.

| dollars per annum, to send the glorious Gospel to 
six hundred millions of Pagans? How long shall it 

be true that a denomination of not half cur numbers, 
are raising for the same purpose, three times the 
amount which we raise? If we have not as much 
wealth in a circle of the same dimensions as they 
have, we have a vastly larger circle, and we doubt not 
as much wealth, on the whole. “ Provoke one an- 
| other to love and good works,” is a scriptura! senti- 
;ment. May our Congregational friends influence us 
by their zeal, to do our duty to the heathen, even 
though their wants and our Lord’s command make 
so slight an impression upon us. 

A very little attention to this subject by each of 
our churches would furnish ae much money as is 
needed. Why should not each pastor—or in his ab- 
sence some prominent member—lay this subject be- 
fore the people and influence them to action, which 
will produce aid and permanent aid, for this cause? 
Surely there is no reason why this should not be 
dune. The people are able—the Bible requires it of 
them—and it is the minister’s duty to “cry aloud, 
and spare not.”” One may say our people are poor; 

| another we are in debt. This brother may say it is 
| an unpopular subject with our church: that brother, 
I shall get enemies by presenting it. Others may 
exclaim, it is a time of revival with us, we have oth- 
er matters upon our hands now. In this way we 
can go on multiplying our objections, but it is all in 
vain. This is not obeying the command, “Go ye 
, into all the worid and preach the gospel to every 
| creature ;” but it is disobeying God, and leaving the 
heathen to perish. Excuse us, brethren, if we say, in 
all faithfulness, that the great difficulty, after all, is 
want of interest in the work. “ Where there is a 
will, there is a way.” All who are so disposed may 
furnish at least a drop for this ocean, and it is com- 
posed of drops. It is only afew who are required to 
| give large sums, because but few are rich ; but all 
are required to give something yearly, and we never 
saw the person who could not do it. Let us pray for 
a heart to labor for this cause, and the means wil! be 
furnished, and the treasury of the Lord replenished. 
There is no time to lose. This matter should be at~ 
tended to at once. That which is left to be done at 
any time, is liable not to be done at all, and that 
which is postponed to some future time, is often in- 
definitely postponed. ‘Truly, brethren, you do not 
design to permit our missionaries to suffer tor want 
ofa support? You do not design to have their ef- 
forts crippled still more by the paucity of their means ? 
All this, and vastly more, is threatened by the apathy 
which prevails. But let each minister do his duty 
to his people, and this disaster is avoided. If we 
sleep on, it will come upon us. 

As much as we regret the necessity for the Circular 
on account of the deficiency in the funds, we regret 
still more that at this late day, it is necessary to 
state and advocate principles so obvious as are those 
upon which the Board stand, in regard to topics 
upon which, as a denomination, we differ. The 
Board is constituted by the deno.nination, which is 
united by certain great principles, and where is the 
propriety of its denouncing this party or that party, 
or interfering at all with the private or public sen- 
timents of any portion of its constituents? The 
Board have a right to their private opinions, of 
course, and to express them or withhold them, as 
they deem proper. But for them to come out as a

NEW WORK ON BAPTISM. 


It is perhaps unknown to many of the readers of 
the Secectary, that brother J. Woolsey of Norwalk, 
has recently published a work on Christian Bap- 
tism. The work has been originated under pecu- 
liar circumstances, and in the midst of a prejudiced 
community, and I think it is well suited to promote 
the benevolent design of the author.

And the week that he is on ser- 
vice, he has only to preach one sermon on Sunday, and 
open each House with a brief prayer on session days.— 
Congress have, therefore, no more need of two Chaplains 
than the ocean needs more water, and thus $500 of the 
public money is entirely thrown away. This, to be sure, 
is a small sum for Uncle Sam, but the principle involved is 
the thing,the principle of needlessly using the public money. 
I am not, however, blaming the Chaplains; I blame Con. 
gress fur making such an arrangement. 

The black war-cloud that hung over this capitol when I 
wrote my last letter has dispersed, and it now appears that 
the British minister execeded his instructions. I think 
however, that our various difficulties with Great Britain 
must, after all, be referred to arbitration, in order to prevent 
war. 

There has been much interesting discussion the present 
week, in the Senate, on the pre-emption land bill. All the 
principal Senators have participated in it. Clay was ex. 
ccedingly interesting in a speech of his, and Benton has 
to.day, roared like one of his own Missouri buffaloes. I say 
not this disrespectfull y ; I mean that Benton has more fire 
and thunder in him than I had previously supposed. He is 
a very strong min, and should his party regain the ascen- 
dancy, I doubt not that he will yet be President of the Uni- 
ted States. 

Congress still continue to meet at noon, and to adjourn 
about three. And, asif three hours a day were too hard 
work, the Senate has adjourned till Monday, notwithstand- 
ing an attempt by some to sit to- morrow.

LATER FROM FLoripa.—Advices trom St. Augustine to 
the 31st of December, mention a report that Col, Harney, 
with ninety men, had taken a new course into the Ever- 
glades, going in at the Miami, in boats and coming out of 
Cape Sable, thus discovering a water communication across 
the Santhern part of the Peninsula. In the course of the 
expedition Me discovered the town of We-ki-kak, and cap- 
tured 29 women and children, and one man. Ten men 
were killed in the attack, or hanged after the capture! 
Chekika, who headed the party robbing Indian Key, was 
among the number. Lieut. Ord, of the 3d Artillery, in at- 
tempting to dislodge 7 Indians from an island, lost 1 man, 
had 6 wounded, and though himself the only one uninjured, 
succeeded in bringing his men off. Last evening, says the 
News, we learned the killing of Lieut. Sherwood, 7th In- 
fantry, the wife of an officer, and 2 privates, near Mican- 
opy : also a teamster at Pilatka. 

There was quite an excitement at St. Augustine, in con- 
sequence of a report that Gen. Armistead had received or. 
ders to treat with the Indians, giving up to them a portion 
of the peninsula. 

The Charleston Patriot contains a letter from an officer 
of the army, dated Dec. 26th, which states that from 60 to 
70 warriors had come in at the different posts, and surren- 
dered themselves. Among them are a few Mickasuckies, 
the bravest of all the Indians. These surrenders look like 
concert, as they took place at the different posts, within 
four days of each other. On Christmas day the white flag 
was ngain flying at the different poste. On the 29'h, however, 
a marauding Indian party killed an army teamster near 
Pilatka. 


ARRIVAL oF THE Remains of Napobeon tn THe Setye.— 
The Havre Journal gives an account of the entrance of the 
remains of Napoleon into the Seine, and their passing in 
front of that port. On Tuesday the weather was stormy, 
and fears were entertained that the passage from Cher. 
bourg would be difficuli; but, as the night came on, the 
wind subsided and the weather cleared. The convoy ar. 
rived at Havre in the evening, and remained in the roads. 
At six yesterday morning, the drum of the National Guard 
and the garrison beat the reveille, and by half past six near- 
ly the whole population of the town and environs were as, 
sembled on the piers, on the heights, and along the shore 
eagerly looking out for the funeral cortege. 

Tut Funerat Car.—The car which 1s to convey the re. 
mains of Napoleon from Courbevoie to the Invalides is fin. 
ished. The effect of it may now be judged of as well by 
its draperies and decorations, as by its form, which is much 
more gigantic than that of the car of the victims of July. 
It is 35 feet in height, 34 in length, and 15 1.2 feetin width. 
It is upon four massive gilded wheels. The car is compos- 
ed of a basement, with panels between columns. The 
platform upon which the coffin is to be placed, is covered 
with a violet colored velvet, embroidered in gold, with bees, 
stars, and eagles. The under-carriages both before and 
behind, are of a semicircular form decorated with the four 
trophies of flags taken from different nations. The bier 
has similar drapery to the pedestal, decorated with the im. 
perial mantle, sceptre, and crown, and is supported by four- 
teen figures, representing the principal victories of the 
French. The base of the car is covered with garlands and 
crowns of immortelles.
